WARSAW—A nation-wide con- 
ference on Palestine urged Great 
Britain last week to carry out the 
Balfour Declaration as the only 
means of restoring order, and de- 
manded extermination of terrorism 
in the Holy Land. 

The 2,000 delegates, from all 
parts of Poland except Galicia, 
adopted an appeal to the British 
Government describing the. Jews’ 
self-sacrificing work in the face of 
the Palestine Government “vacill- 
ating policy” and asking that the 
Jews be given the means for self- 
defense. 

Urging a strong hand to end 
“Chaos and insecurity,” the appeal 
said that implementation of ‘the 
Balfour Declaration was a nfatter 
of historic justice and the only 
means of bringing order, peace and 
the rule of law to Palestine. 

The conference also demanded 
removal of restrictions on Jewish 
immigration and authorized its 
presidium to send, if necessary, a 
delegation to the British Govern- 
ment to present Polish Jewry’s im- 
migration demands.

Jewish Prof Shows 
Bible Is Accurate

LONDON—How the work of the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem 
has provided proofs of the accur- 
acy of Biblical tradition was de- 
scribed by Dr. F. S. Bodenheimer 
when speaking at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Barcai 
Association. 

Dr. Bodenheimer said that his 
work at the University had begun 
with the Mount Sinai expedition 
in 1927 which had carried out re- 
search into the problem of manna. 
Tradition as recorded in the Bible 
had been found to be accurate in 
almost every detail, and the fact 
of the disappearance of the mannt 
after the sun had risen had been 
clearly observed to be the work of 
the ants, who dily consumed 
the millions of finy grains of su- 
gar. He had concluded that this 
sugar was exuded by certain small 
insects. 

In the Bible it was stated that 
“worms” eat the manna, and even 
on this point, said Dr. Bodenheim- 
er, the discrepancy between the 
names of the insects had been clar- 
ifted. The Bodouin guides who had 
accompanied the expedition had, it 
transpired, a’n_ interchargeable 
name for worm and ant. 











410 Murders In Palestine 
In 1936-37, House Is Told

LONDON—Four hundred and 
ten murders have been committed 
in Palestine since Jan. 1, 1936, the 
House of Commons was informed 
by Colonial Secretary William 
Ormsby-Gore in reply to a number 
of questions on disorders in the 
Holy Land. 

The courts returned 113 convic- 
tions in connection with the crimes, 
he revealed, of which seven were 
death sentences. One of the death 
sentences was reduced to penal ser- 
vitude by the Court of Appeals and 


|five others were commuted to long 


prison terms by the High Com- 
missioner. Forty-two persons are 
still awaiting trial on murder 
charges, he disclosed. 

Replying to a question by Tom 
Williams, Laborite, on how many 
of the murders were committed by 
Arabs and how many by Jews, Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore said: “It is very dif- 
ficult to say, there have been mur- 
ders by both. Certainly there have 
been more murders by Arabs than 





by Jews. 

Mr. Gore reported in reply to 
another question that at the be- 
ginning of November 520 persons 
had been detained under emergency 
regulations in Palestine. Of these, 
3860 were confined in the Acre con- 
centration camp and the remainder 
in jails and lock-ups throughout 
the country. “As these are cases 
of preventive detention, no ques- 
tion of tria] or conviction arises,” 
Mr. Ormsby-Gore said. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
told the Commons he was unaware 
of any representations by the Pal- 
estine High Commissioner regard- 
ing Italian anti-British propa- 
ganda.

The university’s rector, follow- 
ing repeated disorders arising from 
efforts of Nationalist students to 
force segregation of Jews and af- 
ter a delegation had called on him 
with a request that the benches be 
instituted, announced the system 
would be introduced within the 
next few days. He called upon 
students to maintain order. 

Meanwhile, attacks on Jews con- 
tinued, Nationalist students beat- 
ing up several and ejecting them 
from classrooms in the anatomical 
faculty. 

Warsaw Engineering School, 
which was founded fifty years ago 
by the Jewish bankers, Wawelberg 
and Rotwand, refused to re-admit 
thirteen Jewish students expelled 
because they had balked at using 
“shetto” benches. Senator Moses 
Schorr promised a delegation of 
students that he would intervene 
on their behalf with the Minister 
of Education. 

Nationalist students in the math- 
ematical faculty at Warsaw Uni- 
versity forced Jewish students to 
occupy the segregated benches de- 
spite vigorous resistance.

Arrest Shows 
Nazis Pay For 
Fight On Jews

BERNE, Switzerland—The Nazi

The husband 
introduced his wife as a Jewess. 
And, if you want to know the 
truth, she was a fine Jewess. 

And so the problem was solved. 
The husband’s people were com- 
pletely captivated by their daugh- 
ter-in-law, her observance of Jew- 
«ish law, and her love for their son. 
The two boys won the hearts of 
their grand-parents, and a happier 
and more doting grand-father you 
couldn’t find anywhere. 

The incident strikes me as 
charming. Diogenes might object, 
but I know we'll forgive the little 
white lie.

HE statement made by Mrs. Franklin D. 

Roosevelt to Edward E. Grusd, managing 
editor of the B’nai B’rith Magazine that anti- 
Semitism should be ignored, will meet with the 
approval of many American Jews. 

Yet the obviious fallacy of following such 
advice is made so readily apparent by a resume 
of anti-Defamation work in the November issue

Police Must Respect Bingo In Churches 


How our sympathy goes out to the good clergy- 


men of Cincinnati whom 'the- police and the 
city administration are persecuting, much as the 
early Christians were persecuted in the first days 
of the Christian era. In their drive on gambling, 
card games and dice ‘shooting, the police have dis- 
turbed the good men of the pulpit of Cincinnati, 
and have made so bold as to suggest that “bingo” 
with its large crowds and its huge stakes, can 
be classed with dice and cards, - 

So the clergymen, in a mass, visited the city 
hall, and cried aloud at the lack of respect for 
that which is holy. There have been no murders 
or shootings at Bingo games in Cincinnati, as in 
the night club near Louisville, at least not yet, 
and no one in the Ohio City has hurled the open 


charge of “cheating” at the bingo games as re- 
cently in Indianapolis, at least not yet, 

It is high time that police be taught their 
station. Bingo games in which prizes total as 
high as $500 are not gambling, they are bingo 
and nothing more. And city manager Robert 
Sherrill’s statement that, “I am glad to see that 
bingo games are not being advertised or pub- 
licized by their supporters the way ‘that they 
used to be,” shows the proper respect. The po- 
lice and the city are glad that bingo, although 
it has nothing to be ashamed of, is going under 
cover so to speak. 

Bingo is not gambling. The stakes are higher, 
and Bingo game's are conducted in churches. This 
is proof enough. What more is needed. 


Is It Flesh Or Fowl?

Comments On Current Topics 


Rabbi Elias Charry, of Congregation Beth-El- 
Zedeck, Indianapolis, commenting on an editorial 
in The Amé€rican Hebrew.—We should call out a 
holiday. The American Hebrew has become an 
organ of the Agudas Yisroel, the right-wing ultra- 
orthodox section of world Jewry. So it would 
seem from the leading editorial of Nov. 19, on 
“Jewish Secularism.” 

The editorial, in reality, should be entitled 
“The Duties of the Rabbi” for that is the sub- 
ject dealt with. In essence, the editorial says: 
“The fight against anti-Semitism is secular; the 
fight against Fascism is secular; the fight for 
social and economic justice is secular: Zionism 
is secular. Rabbis have led in these struggles 
and have encouraged their followers to do like- 
wise; but these followers have gone outside the 
Synagogue to carry on that fight and the Syn- 
agogue has lost them. That is the terrible mis- 
take of the Rabbinate—it has helped secularize 
American Jewry. ‘Jewish secular idealism (Pal- 
estine, etc.) is not Judaism’. ‘Jewish idealism 
must spring from Judaism and be rooted in the 
synagogue’. ‘To encourage an idealism divorced 
from the synagogue is...... not only to devita- 
lize Jewish life but destroy Judaism itself’. 
Hence the task of the Rabbi is to shift the burden 
of secular idealism to the layman and to ‘devote 
himself to his proper function which is the ad- 
vancement of Judaism among Jews’, and he must 
‘concentrate his energies on bringing Jews back 
to thé synagogue’.” 

I can hear the Agudas Yisroel chortle with 
joy. “Exactly. That is what we have been say- 
ing all along. The job of the Rabbi is to be a 
Rav, to ‘pasken shaalos’ (answer ritual ques- 
tions), to exhort Jews to come to Shul, to ob- 
serve the Sabbath, the laws of Kashruth and all 
the other 613 commandments. That’s religion. 
The rest (social and economic justice, Palestine 
etc.) is secular. At last the American Hebrew 
has seen the light. At last they ‘got religion’.” 


I, however, am a bit skeptical. I think the 
Agudas Yisroel would be a bit premature in its 
joy. I don’t think the editorial was referring to 
the 613 commandments at all when it spoke of 
the “advancement of Judaism among Jews”. As 


‘a matter of fact I am somewhat doubtful as to 


whether the editorialist himself quite knew what 
he meant. For pray what did he mean by the 
following: (after discussing the inordinate inter- 
est of Rabbis in Palestine he goes on): “The 
danger lies precisely in the fact that the Rabbin- 
ate maybe satisfied with a secularistic idealism 
(Palestine) just because it is Jewish. Jewish se- 
cular idealism however is not Judaism. Jewish 
idealism must spring from Judaism and must 
have its roots in the synagogue.” Would the 
editorial writer call the prophets of Israel secular- 
ists just because their main theme is anti-op- 
pression (Fascism, today) and pro social and 
economic justice, and pro-Zion? And since when 
have the struggles against Fascism dictatorial op- 
pression), and for social and economic justice and 
for the restoration of Palestine been divorced 
from the synagogue? What synagogue do you 
attend, and what prayer book do you read, Mr. 
Editorialist? Certainly not the traditional one 
wherein is contained many prayers for Zion, for 
the attainment of social justice, and against op- 
pression. Since when are these secular move- 
ments? You state glibly that “neither social jus- 
tice nor Zionism is synonmous with Judaism” but 
I wonder whether there could be much. Judaism 
left after we remove “social justice” and “Zion- 
ism”. Certainly not if we remove social justice 
from the Judaism the American Hebrew repre- 
or was I right when I hinted that 
the American Hebrew is now an organ of the 
Agudas Yisroel and you have turned ultra-ortho- 
dox? Then I could understand your position for 
“Judaism” as used in the editorial would then 
mean something besides being platitude. Maybe 
the Agudas Yisroel has cause for jubilation after 
all,

“Watch”, Britain Told 


LONDON—The British Govern- 
ment was urged last week to keep 
Nazi anti-Semitic propaganda in 
mind when conducting negotiations 
with Germany, in an address by 
Leonard G. Montefiore, co-chairman 
of the Joint Foreign Committee of 
the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Montefiore discussed before 
a meeting of the Board of Depu- 
ties the international aspects of 
Nazi anti-Jewish propaganda in 
connection with the visit to Berlin 
by Viscount Halifax, Lord Presi- 
dent of the British Cabinet Coun- 
cil. 

Referring to Lord Halifax’s visit 
to an exhibition of sports trophies 
in Germany, Mr. Montefiore said 
there was another exhibition in 
Germany where he would have 
found Jews of all countries held 
up to ridicule. The allusion was to 
the Nazi “Eternal Jew” exhibition 
in Munich. 

“If Lord Halifax visited that ex- 


a 


hibition,” the Jewish leader said,-- 


“he would find descriptions design- 
ed to hold up to ridicule and hatred 
the Jews in whatever country they 
may be. I speak with some feel- 
ing as there are some of my own 
relatives among them. 

“I urge that in any general dis- 
cussion of Anglo-German relations 
that may take place in the near 
future these things be borne in 
mind,” Mr. Montefiore continued. 


“Pillorying insults heaped on cit- - 


izens of foreign countries cannot 
in any sense be regarded as a mat- 
ter of internal policy.” 

He also held that the collapse of 
the Nazi regime as the result of 
a military defeat would not neces- 
sarily bring tolerance for the Jews, 
but rather the probability of in- 
creased persecution of Jews. 


$500,000 FOR PALESTINE

NEW YORK—A $500,000 quota 
for the coming year was adopted 
this week by 1,500 delegates at the 
closing session of the thirteenth 
annual convention of the National 
Labor Committee for Palestine, 
held at the Hote] Pennsylvania. A 
declaration was adopted condemm 
ing Palestine immigration restric- 
tions, expressing solidarity with 
the Palestine Jews and hailing the 
establishment of nineteen new set- 
tlements in Palestine.

(a) Individual Families; 

(b) Jewish Hospitals, Orphan- 
ages, Homes for the Aged, 
Soup Kitchens (“General 
Purposes’”’) ; 


(c) General Poor (“General Pur- 
poses”). 


As a result of our efforts nearly 
every observant Jewish family in 
Germany had kosher meat for Pass- 
over. Knowledge of the activities 
of our fund are spreading far and 
wide with the result that people 
all over the world who have friends 
and relations in Germany send us 
money in their favour. 

Monies should be sent to the 
Jewish Friends’ Food Fund, in care 
of Midland Bank Ltd., Thread- 
needle Street, E.C. 2, and to no 
other address, otherwise long de- 
lays may occur for which we can 
accept no responsibility. It is fur- 
ther absolutely essential that every 
remittance be accompanied by a 
letter indicating clearly the full 
name and address of the donor, as 
well as the full name and address 
of the beneficiary. The address of 
the beneficiary is forwarded by us 
to the Reichszentrale in Berlin who 
will communicate with him and as- 
certain from him whether he de- 
sires fresh or frozen meat, the 
name of the butcher and in what 
rations the meat should be deliver- 
ed to him. 

Hitherto we have been greatly 
handicapped in our desire to ‘supply 
institutions and the poor with 
kosher meat because the public at 
large seem to have been thinking 
chiefly of their friends and very 
little of the many Jewish hospitals, 
orphanages and other communal in- 
stitutions that rely entirely upon us 
for their supply of kosher meat. 
Inability on our part to give these 
institutions the minimum quantity 
of meat per month might result in 
those institutions being forced to 
use treifah meat in future for their 
inmates. 

We would therefore appeal with 
all the powers at our command to 
all people in favour of keeping 
communal institutions on a tradi- 
tional basis to send us donations 
earmarked for “General Purposes” 
so that we can use it exclusively 
for their benefit. Money is very 
sorely needed and it would be a 
real Mitzvah if you could help us.

SOUTHBURY, Conn.—Some 160 
farmers and townspeople, most of 
them of Yankee extraction, voted 
at a special town meeting last week 
to bar the pro-Nazi German-Amer- 
ican Bund from establishing a camp 
here. 
| A unanimous resolution was 
|adopted condemning the establish- 
|ment within the town of “any org- 
| anization which is governed or di- 
|rected by a foreign government.” 
| The meeting then voted to es- 
|tablish a zoning commission, 
| which, it is understood, wil] rule, 
| as soon as it is organized, that 
the land acquired here by the Bund 
is not suitable for camping pur- 
poses. 

The Bund last month quietly 
bought some 500 acres bordering 
on Lake Zoar. Aroused by what 
many called an incipient Nazi in- 
vasion, the townspeople called the 
meeting to prevent the Bund from 
opening its camp here. 

The meeting, which was held in 
the Congregational Church because 
the Town Hall was too small, was 
presided over by the Rev. M. E. 
N. Lindsey, pastor of the church, 
who acted as moderator. Mr. Lind- 
sey told his congregation from the 
pulpit last Sunday that the Bund 
was an “un-Christian, un-Ameri- 
can, insidious menace.”

As against those obstacles she 
cited the pride in Americanism 
evinced by speakers in a Pittsburgh 
hotel during one of her meetings, 
when a Catholic nun, a Jewish rab- 
bi, a Protestant Negro once barred 
from the hotel where he spoke, and 
herself as a Protestant were speak- 
ers. Only in the United States, | 
she pointed out, could such a gath- | 
ering be possible.

Three Hurt 

Three Jews were seriously in- 
jured in an Arab attack in Haifa, 
while the newly-established mili- 
tary courts scheduled new trials of 
alleged Arab terrorists. 

Noah Kuper, 28 years old, Wal- 
ter Mendelsohn and Yona Michael- 
ovitch were returning to Haifa 
from the Nesher Cement Factory 
when two Arabs fired on their car 
with an automatic revolver and es- 
caped. 

The military court at Haifa, 
which sentenced Sheikh Farhan, 
called its second session to try 
three of the terrorist leader’s ac- 
complices. The Jerusalem military 
court Monday was to try Moham- 
med Ali, arrested Nov. 23 in Jaffa 
for carrying a revolver. 

Witnesses Protected 

Prior to opening of Fahran’s 
trial, the Government forbade pub- 
lication of witnesses’ names, sup- 
posedly to prevent reprisals. Coun- 
sel for the accused included Mog- 
hanam el] Moghanam, an American 
citizen and a Nashashibist. The 
trial took less than three hours. 
Only two witnesses were presented 
by the prosecutor to support charg- 
es that the Sheikh had been caught 
in possession of arms, in violation 
of the recently decreed emergency 
regulation which makes that and

death. The prosecution refused to 
mitigate sentence in view of the 
prisoner's age.

All Rumanian Parties 
Adopt Anti-Semitism

BUCHAREST—The approaching 
general elections next month find 
all Rumanian political parties hav- 
ing anti-Semitic programs as the 
National Peasants Party, previous- 
ly considered democratic, joined 
the Iron Guard in an election bloc 
and adopted an anti-Jewish plat- 
form, 

A manifesto was distributed to 
the population in the Mehedinti de- 
partment in which the Peasants 
Party undertakes to give peasants 
the right to possess arms and 
promises ‘to allow them “to pene- 
trate into the heart of cities and 
drive out al] Jews and aliens who 
monopolized Rumanian trade and 
industry.” 

The move came after Julius 
Maniu, riewly-elected president of 
the Peasants Party, conferred at 
er of the Fascist anti-Semitic Iron 
Guard, and was understood to have 
entered into an election: bloc in op- 
position to the Tararescu govern- 
ment. This agreement greatly sur- 
prised political circles. The “Dis- 
sident Liberals,’ headed by Con- 
stantin Brataniu, were also said to 
have joined the -bloc. 

This opposition bloc, which will 
contest the elections for a new) 
Parliament against a government 
bloc comprising Premier Georg 
Tatarescu’s Liberal Party, Prof. 
Alexander Vaida-Voevod’s Ruman- 





ian Front and Prof. Nicolae Jorga’s 
National Demoerats, will seek to 
ensure “free elections.” 

Meanwhile, the Union of Ruman- 
ian Women, the most important 
women’s organization in the coun- | 
try, at a congress presided over by | 
the anti-Semitic Princess Alexan- | 
dra Cantacubina ,adopted a series | 
of anti-Semitic resolutions. The} 
union demanded supremacy for | 
Rumanian labor in all fields of 
activity, a prohibition on mixed | 
marriages, dismissa] of state and | 
municipal employes who marry wo- | 
men of “non-Rumanian blood,” es- | 
tablishment of a ten-year residence 
requirement for naturalization and 
a prohibition on allowing foreign- 
ers to establish themselves in Ru- 
mania. 

International obligations will be 
respected by Rumania in drafting 
measures: for the “protection of na- 
tional labor,” it was asserted by 
Premier Georg Tatarescu in a 
proclamation to the nation in which 
he outlined his Government’s pol- 
icy on minorities,
